A Devil, of a Fortune Teller. 


The Tribune givea an account of how W. ‘ 
I. Beerhalter purchased a “ fortune telling” 
machine of the Notelty Manufacturing Com-~ 
pany of this celty, he depositing therefor $50, 
and agreeing to pay $100 from the proceeds, 
he retaining $10 a week until all was paid. 
He took the machine home. but it didn't work 
satisfactorily, and so he had the company ar- 
rested. The machine is a polished tin affair, 
which looks like a coffee-heater used in re- 
staurants, set opon four round, hollow tin - 
posts, Between the poste ts a-glass tube of 
about two Inches in diameter And with 
water and running from the maln portion, 
between the legs, to the. board it stands on. 
The contrivance is about two feet high, and 
when used is set on a table, covered by a long 
cloth. The operator tells the applicant for a 
fortune he will produce the devil, who will 
ascend through the glass tube, and write his 
fortune on a gheet of blank paper. The top 
is opened and 4 sheet of innocent-looking 
note paper is placed in it. By pressing a 
hidden spring the operator releases thewover 
of an ajr-vptve wuleh causes an Image of the 
devil to rise up and apparently pass through 
to the paper. When he is supposed to have 
had time to write the fortune the spring is 
released and he sinks back to his native 
clime. The paper Is brought out, a glowing 
fature written upon it. Packages of. this 
paper are farnished by the company to the 
operator, prepared with Invisible writing, 
worded to sult different persons. The writ- 
ing! is susceptible-to heat, and the machine 
has a nleely-constracted spirit lamp hidden 
under the upper portion, which is not made 
visible to the customer. Mr. Beerbalter could 
not make bis satanic majesty appear at will.

Very much of the religioud demand for 
eternal pains aud penalties for sin, comes 
from the clajmed necessity of a vindication 
of the divine law. It la sal law being 
pe kyr the transgression if also)and, there- 
fork, the malty must be of equal} duration, 
The position {a illogical, absurd and etultify- 
ing. It involves the admission of an eternal 


failure in the purpose and desiga of Infinite å 


‘wisdom and power. The assumed fact that 
the law is Indnite and perfect, puts It beyond 
the power of the finite subject, to break or 
evade it. It the law can be broken of evaded 
In the sense of falling to accomplish its pur- 
pose, then it cannot be vindicated, for no 
amount of vindication can make it „or 
compensate for the fallure. That of which 
there ls a /allure cannot be vindicated. “Not 
one jot or tittle of the law shall pass till all 
be fülültled;“ that f», that the law shall o; 
erate, continue to operate, and never fall 
operate, till universal obedience fs secured. 
hether this la through the inherent vital 
energy aud self-enforclng power of the law 
itself, or whether this energy is imparted’ to 
it as occasion requires, by an external power, 
would make no difference. The rule aud re- 
snit would be the same; but the former meth- 
od would be far more conalstent with divine 
attributes, The law then vindicates itself in 
the fact, that in no case shall it fall of its 
pu! „ It ia thisgelf enforcing element of 
the law that makes It infinite anddivine.

International Medical: Congress—Vaceina- 
tlon Condemned. 


An Internatlonal Medical Congress was 
lately held at Charlerol, near Brussels, pre- 
sided over by Dr. Bra, an eminent man, 
with Prof. Vogt of Berne, a pupil of Leibig 
and Agassiz, for Vice-President, and delegates 
from a score of European countries. The 
Boston Herald correspondent reports the do- 
ings of this Important meeting, and it ap- 
pears that vaccination, its risks, defects and 
advantages, was thoroughly discussed, as be- 
comes a matter of so much importance. The 
question {a greatly agitating the minds of 
scientific men in Europo, and while all shades 
of opinion found utterance, It Ia plain that 
there was a strong feeling against compulso- 
ry vaccination, grave doubts as to ita bene- 
fts and grave fears of Ita dangers.

The Chinese Memorial Services. 


It Is said that memorial services were held 
in honor of Gen. Grant, in Chinatown, Now 
York City, in a characteristic manner. At an 
early hour the imperial standard was hung 
at half-mast and a bulletin was issued as fol- 
lows: Gen. Grant, a very great war general, 
and Sli exh of the America: dead. He 
was a very good man. It is requested that 
everybody observe to-day, bis funeral day, 
quietly, and pay proper respect to his memo- 
ry.“ The bulletin was read by laundrymen 
and tea dealers alike, In many of the club- 
rooms Gen. Grant's portrait was hung in place 
of honor on the wall, and either white and 
violet mourning emblems or black and white 


prayer cards put alongside or beneath. At 


No. 5 Mott street, Wong Ab, a strict Buddhist, 
honored the General's memory in orthodox 
style. In a corner of his reception room, a 
ollniature graveyard, s foot square, was torm- 
ed upon the floor by Alting the space between 
the walla and two pleces of timber with white 
sand three inches deep. In the center was 
raised a mound, six inches long and two 
inches wide. At the foot of the mound was 
placed a porcelain of tea, and at the heada 
saucer of roasted duck. In the four corners 
joss-sticks were inserted in the sand, On the 
wall at,the head off the toy cemetery was 
pasted a long prayer written in blue black 
npon white satin paper. The joss-sticks were 
ignited in the early morniog and replaced 
as rapidly as they burnt out.

It is a great 
privilege to be an heir to a vast estate, for 
cially if an entrance upon. such a possession 
bring anwasting and exhaustless wealth, 
and highest honor, and usending blessing. 
An heir is favored as no other person is, He 
has rights which belong to no others. Now, 
God has heirs, and they are His children. No 
other. class of persons are heira of God. The 
Bible never insimates that unconverted peo- 

le are the hoirs of God. This la an exceed.. 

ugly important truth. The Bible determines 
with emphatic definiteness that only those 
who are adopted into the regenerated and 
saved family of God, and thas become God's 
children, are heirs of the heavenly inherit- 
ance. Hence, all who are merely the offapring 
of God—all who are children of God in the 
narrow sense of being originally created by 
Him, are not heirs, and never can be, an long 
as tiog remain in a state ot de raved natare. 
An heir of God must of necessity be related 
to Him by that bleod relationship, which 
comes throogh the cleansing blood of Christ 
and the impartation of the life of Jesus. 
Dead meon—men dead in sin—are not vitally 
related to Gody and it is absurd to think that 
they are the children of God in the true sense 
of the term. That is a very false hope which 


expects that there will be an entrance u 
the blessedness of heaven, on the ground that 
all men are the natural offspring of God. 
Meh may call God their Father, bat that does 
not make Him such. They must have some- 
thing more than thelr opinions on which to 
base a claim to the sonship of the Divine 
family. To claim to be an heir of God is one 
thing; to be an beir is quite another thing. 
There willbe many false claimanta who will 
audaciously knock at heaven's gate, at the 
last day and ont Lord. Lord, open unto us. 
But Christ will reply, T never knew Ki 
He has nover khown them as his brethren 
and sisters; and, consequently, they will not. 
be heirs with him of his Father's on. 
Sach ones recelve favors of God in this lite; 
just as strangers receive favors of those es- 
tates of which the lawfal children are heirs 
in this world. But there is & vast difference 
between receiviig kind favora from the own- 
ers of estates, and belog the heirs of such 
estates. Many aro receiving constant favors 
from God, in this life, who are not heira; and, 
because they will fot become His children, 
they never will inherit the riches of a glorl- 
ous heaven.” . 

Here we have from an orthodox stand-point, 
a lucid statement of who constitute the helrs 
of God. The millions of Spiritualists in the 
world, however pure, honest and noble they 
may be, not having passed through that re- 
markably mysterious change designated as 
“conversion,” cannot be regarded as heirs 
of God, hence can have no clait on his heav- 
only estate. Such are the teachings of the 
Religious. Herald. Now, while this promi- 
nent orthodox paper, which iè supposed to be 
under the careful guardianship and super- 
vision of God, who tries, of course, to sustain 
it, and whictrat the same time is stealthily 
watched by the devil, who it is claimed, seeks 
to destroy it, excludes all non-church mem- 
bers from heaven, Spiritualists in their con- 
olusions as to who are the legitimate heirs 
of God, and hence entitled to a certain por- 
tion of his estate, and the protection and eu- 
couragement of its bonign government, in- 
clude the whole human family. While, ac- 
cording to Spiritualism, all aro helrs of God,

The 
Professor states that in the Abril may be no- 
ticed the germs of the Achorion Schonleinii, 
which will hatch and become a living para- 
site producing catarrh. In bad cases a pow- 
erfal microscope will reveal thousands of 
these living creatures in the matter, after It 
is discharged, moving and feeding upon these 
microscopie plants. Huge nests of these 
parasites and plants are sometimes dischatg- 
ed by forcibly blowing the nose. 

It the theories and observation of Dr. Koch 
(an eminent German physician), Prof. Tyn- 
dall, M. Pasteur (the French sclentist), Dr. 
Déclat Dr. Henry Grade (Professor of Physl- 
ology), Prof. Paine of Philadelphia (who 
claims to be the original inventor of the 
germ theory of disease) be true, then thé time 
is not far distant when, as a matter of neces- 
sity, there must be a complete revolution lu 
the diagnosing and treatment of disease. 

If the blood has been polsoned through the 
instrumentality of malaria, the secretions 
will certainly manifest the deleterious effects 
of the same, and the true nature thereof can 
only be accurately determined hy the mlero- 
scope, and thereby proper means more readl- 
ly devised to disinfect the system and place 
it in a healthy conditlon. The blood corpus- 
cles, too, have a tale to unfold in all cases 
of biood-polsoning, which cannot be learned 
without the ald of a powerful microscope. 
Tho Scientific Monthly well says, that “ cer- 
tain germs live and grow at the expense of 
the substance In which they have béen sowed; 
the substance is thrown out of chemical 
equilibrium, and we call it, in the case of 
frult, * decayed,’ or ‘spoiled.’ An open wound 
offers just the nutritious garden-spot sult- 
able-for the development of certain germs, 
which are always In the air; they grow, tak- 
lug out of the living blood some element nec- 
essary to the healthy equilibrium, and the 
blood becomes diseased.” In cases of blood 
poisoning the microscope is sometimes indis- 
pensable. 5 

The microscope has ceased to be a play- 
‘Thing or an agent to satisfy the simple cor- 
losity of the wonder lover, as in Wmes past. 
The Amaterdam Allgemein Handelsblad pub- 
lishes a communication from t. E. Cohn, 
of the University ót Breslau, who recapltu- 
lates the substance of a_correspondence of 
the celebrated naturalist Leeuwenhoek with 
Francis Aston, of London, a member of the 
Royal Society: “ Leeuwenhoek, writing from 
Delft, In 1683, reports that among the debris 
of food remaining between his teeth he had 
discovered, with the ald ot the microscope, 
living organisms moving with great activi- 
ty. He distingulshes various kinds among 
them, which he describes so precisely that 
they would, be easily recognizable. One, 
which occurs Jedst frequently, resembles a 
rod, the bacilias; others, twisting In curves, 
are bactoria; a third kind, ereoping fn snake 
fashion, is the vibrio ugula; another kind, of 
extreme minuteness, resembles a swarm of 
files rolled up in a ball, and is evidently the 
micrococcus; its movement cannot be traced 
with certainty. He says that this species 
seems to be made up of parallel threads, vary- 
ing In lengt u remaining Immovable, 
while other s; move in and out through 
the web./ Leouwenhoek marvels that theae 
things could Hive in his mouth, notwith- 
standing his systematic habit of cleansing 
it. He instituted observations which showed 
that they were also tobe found in the mouths 
of other persons. o years later he cobid 
not discover any trages of those minute or- 
ganisms, and he Jed to attribute their 
disappearance to the use of hot coffee. But 
shortly afterward he rediscovered them 
lively as ever, In September, 1792, ho sen 
some sketches of them to the Royal Society.

To 
say that the camp ls free from frauds would 
not be true: there are some still here, and ft is 
an extremely délicate and dificult matter to 
wholly remedy. Officers of the camp may be 
morally certain, for instance, that the Hoogh- 
Stoddard-Gray combination is largely fraudu- 
lent; they may be equally sure that the burly 
“BIL” Eddy personates spirita of all ages 
and times from Pontius Pilate to E. V. Wil- 
son, and “old mother Eaton.“ but the next 
thing Isto prove it. That these and other 
shows can be proven to be decéptivg is more 
than probable, But the better way Isto make 
such regulations concerning the presence of 
mediums upon the grounds fs shall eheour- 
age the attendance of those who are honest 
and repatable and preclude the posalbility of 
the continued presence of tricksters. There 
are many noble, pure-minded medlums on the 
grounds who should unite with the manage- 
mentin formulating roles und regolations 
calculated to protect mediumship and give 
-tisa who practice it a standing and charac- 
ter before the camp whieh they do not now 
have. Under existing custom all mediums 
and pseudo-mediums are classed together in’ 
one indiscriminate, hpterogeneous mass. The 
honorable have to bear the eontumely brought 
upon mediumship by tricksters and bare- 
faced charlatans. 

All physical manifestations can and should 
be exhibited under such conditions as pre- 
clude the possibility of deception. By mak- 
ing good character one of the requirements 
for permission to exercise mediumship upon 
the grounds, the mental phenomena will be 
free from deleterious influence, even though 
It is at present Impossible to accarately de- 
termine what proportion ts the manifesta- 
tion of returning spirits and how much Is to 
be accounted for on other grounds. A spirit 
In the fesh, either of the sensitive or sitter, 
is as much a spirit. as It ever will be, and the 
study of mental action is interesting and in- 
structive, whether it be of this world or the 
next. Tho différentiations are yet to be gel- 
entifically determined, and in this work the 
various psychical societies will eventually 
afford important assistance. In the mean- 
time- lot all honest mediums jola hands with 
camp managers who desiro to olevate medi- 
umship to Its legitimate place, not only 
upon camp grounds but everywhere. Let the 
proper steps betaken at Lake Pleasant and 
it will not be long before the example will 
bo followed elsewhere, :

pounds. The doctor’s microscope, a rather A 
powerfal bat not extraordinarily powerfal 
ùne, magnifies 1,000 diameters. This frag- 
ment, then, thus magnified, represents an 
Individual just, one. mile in helght. He 
would ten times overtop the loftiest of the 
pyramids; twenty times the tallest of our 
steeples. His breadth and thickness being 
in proportion to his height, his welght would 
be 120,000,000,000 pounds, equal to 60,000,000 + 
tony. He could take the State house up as 
one could lift a paving stone and fing it into 
the waters beyond Boston lighthouse—clean- 
ing out that palace of the people by a sum- 
mary process quicker than the pretorian 
bands of Domitian or Commodus would have 
cleaned outa Roman senate chamber that 
dared to have an opinion of its own. Such 
is the microscopic man as seen in that 
wonderful instrument. It is the telescope ot 
the mfcrocosm—the master-key to the portala, 
of a new universe, and the student should be 
carefully taught how to use It.“ —

The Microscope asa Fa tor In Diagnosing 
Disease. 


The microscope is beginning to play a 
prominent part fh litigation, in the examin- 
ation of adulterated food, in the detection of 
crime, in the diagnosing of disease, and in 
determining the specific character of the 
aulmalcult that frequent water, and which 
are invisible to the naked eye, At a late 
meeting of the American Society of Micro- 
scopixts at Cloveland, Ohio, It appears from 
the report given, that among the prominent 
mleroscoplets présent were Prof. Delmar of 
Chleago, Dr. C. H. Stowell, Proféssor of Mi- 
croscopy in the University of Michigan, and 
Prof. Kellicott of the Buffalo public schools. 
The, best known enthusit lee. 
best known to the general public—is a com- 
mercial traveler, E. H.Grifith, who cohstant- 
ly carries his microscope with him. R. N. 
Reynolds of Detroit, agent for the Grand 
Trunk Railway, is another prominent mem- 
ber. He showed the astonished visitors mil- 
lions of bacteria in a little drop of scourings 
from their teeth. He was astonished to find 
that the bacteria in one man’s mouth were 
dead. It transpired that the man had just 
taken a drink of whisky. Specimens of mos- 
quitoes from about Detrolt showed that they 
are grievously afflicted with lee. Papers 
were read on “Some Improvements in Acces- 
sory Microscopical Apparatus“ by E. H. Grif- 
Oth, and on “ The Improved Methods of Mau- 
ipulation " by R. N. Reynolds. Prof. Gage! 
Cornell University made ab address on Notes 
on the Blood Corpuscles of Necturas” and 
“Notes on the Epitheliam of tho Mouth of 
the Octorus.” Two Cases of Tumor in the 
Mammary Glands of Mie Lower Animal“ was 
the subject of an address by Prof. A. H. Tattle 
of Columbus. A working meeting was held. 
It was devoted to the Illustration of recent 
experiments in microscopy and was of gteat 
interest. A committee was appointed to ex- 
amine luto the adulteration of butter, lard, 
and other fats. It consists of II. F. Detmer, 
M. D., of Champalgu, III., George T. Fell of 
Buffalo, C. M. Vorie of Cleveland, Lester Cur- 
tis, M. D., of Chicago, and H. T. Atwood of 
Rochester, N. Y. This committee will report 
to the society and to the United States Com- 
missioner of Agriculture. The annual soirée 
was given, and was attended by about 3,000 
people. ge b 

It Ís in the medical profession that the mi- 
croscope is destined to assume special im- 
portance, in view of the fact that the physical 
organism is sometimes the receptacle of 
vast hordes of parasitic existences, which 
prove very destruetlve to human life, and 
which abound in the food some eat, water 
they drink or air they breathe. Learned 
societies are constantly astounding the world 
with thelr remarkable revelations, made 
throngh the instrumentality of the micro- 
scope, demonstrating that “a polsonous 
“growth in many cases covers our choicest 
“froits, It has also been used to disclose 
“the fungold growth on meat, fish, and Yarl- 
* otis articles of cooked food. More récently 
“we have been taught that the seeds of dis- 
“ease and death abound sometimes In the 
“ water we drink, food we eat, and the very 
“air we breathe. Some of the papers read

Prof. W. Paine, of Philadelphia, whose re- 
searches through the ald of the. microscope 
have enabled him to form an entirely new 
system for the treatment of disease, has ob- 
tained spores from the blood, and other secre- 
tions of the body and propagated them upon 
other structures. For instance, be took a 
little matter from a cancer of tho breast, in- 
oeulated it into a growing maple leaf, which 
produced a fungus d of the leaf. Some 
of the fur from the ton ue ok. a patient was 
inoculated luto u pea vine, and the structure 
that is known as tho pea mould veg lessee:
